presented  at  the  annual  meeting.  A 
movement  was  also  suggested  for  an  in¬ 
tercollegiate  team  championship.

Six  cycled  have  been  run  over  by  trucks 
or  wagow,  and  fonr  of  these  accidents 
were  dnf  to  carelessness  on  the  ^art  of 
the  riders  themselves.  Four  have  been 
run  dowji  by  cable  cars  as  a  result  of 
riding  iL  the  cable  slot  There  have 
been  thr£  collisions  between  wheelmen 
riding  i ^opposing  directions  because  of 
transgression  of  the  rules  of  the.  road. 
There.  w$s  one  accident  from  coasting 
and  fonr/that  were  due  directly  to  care¬ 
lessness.  It  would  seem  that  with  these 
examples  before  them  wheelmen  would 
exercise  ^more  caution. — Buffalo  Ex¬ 
press.

the  strongest  is  debarred  from  compet¬ 
ing,  and  that,  as  a  result,  we  do  not  get

two  Drakes,  as  there  are  two  Cecil 
Ue  Rhodeses.  When  Drake’s  consummate 


seamanship  and  audacious  courage  suc¬ 
cessfully  resisted  the  armada  and  sent 
the  Duke  of  Sidonia  “back  to  St  Mary 
Port  among  his  orange  trees,  ”  he  be¬ 
came,  and  will  justly  remain  for  all 
!  time,  an  English  hern  But  eight  years 
previously  Drake  stole  the  church  plate 
of  Lima,  when  Spain  was  at  peace  with 
England. 

I  His  robbery  disgraced  England  and 
himself.  In  the  remarkable  volume  of 
i  letters  and  state  papers  relating  to  Eng- 
1  lish  affairs  edited  by  Major  Shdrp 
j  Hume,  from  the  archives  at  Simancas,  I 
I  have  counted  89  instances  in  which  the 
I  restitution  of  Drake’s  plunder  is  referred 
to  bv  Dr.  Mendoza  in  language  which 
might  be  employed  today  by  the  agent 
general  of  the  TransvaaL  There  was 
nothing  admirable  in  the  episode  of  the 
Lima  plate;  quite  the  reverse.  Is  it 
not,  therefore,  a  good  thing  to  distin¬ 
guish  between  the  good  and  the  bad  in 
Drake  as  in  Mr.  Rhodes?  If  Drake  had 
been  broken  in  1579  for  his  theft  of  the 
Lima  chalices  and  patens,  he  would 
never  have  had  the  opportunity  of  win¬ 
ning  half  the  three  days’  battles  in  the 
channel  in  August,  1688.  On  the  other

A  Bicycle  Show  War. 

Bicycle  circles  in  this  city  are  much 
agitated  over  tbe  certain  clash  which  is 
approaching  with  reference  to  the  na¬ 
tional  annual  show.  It  will  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  this  has  hitherto  been  held- in 
the  Madison  Square  Garden,  and  as  it 
has  usually  proved  a  source  of  revenue 
for  that. not  overremnnerative  structure 
it  was  but  natural  that  Manager  Sanger 
should  have  wanted  it  again.  Some 
trouble  arose,  however,  and  the  powers 
that  be  decided  that  the  show  should  be 
held,  at  the  Grand  Central  palace,  a  large 
building  which  has  so  far  never  justified 
the  hopes  of  its  projectors  in  a  pecuniary 
way  if  their  hopes  were  of  anything 
but  the  most  modest  character.  Sanger 
cannot  be  blamed  for  not  becoming  hi¬ 
larious  when  this  determination  was  an¬ 
nounced  to  him,  for  it  deprived  him  not 
only  of  the  revenue,  but  also  of  the  pres¬ 
tige  aTtendeut  upon  the  national  gycle 
exhibition.  HifdiAirt  even  smile.  He 
became  very,  Very  angry  and  promptly 
decitted_te4rmd  a  show  all  by  himself  in 
the  big  Garden.  As  there  is  one  of  the 
largest  manufacturers  who  never  exhi¬ 
bits  at  the  other,  he  had  at  least  a  start, 
and  there  were  many  accessions  from 
makers  who  were  dissatisfied  with  the 
management  of  the  previous  “annuals.” 
Thus  it  soon  became  apparent  that  San¬ 
ger  had  not  been  making  an  idle  threat, 
and  that  he  was  really  a  serious  compet¬ 
itor.  We  axe  therefore  likely  to  haye 
two  first  class  shows  instead  of  one,  as 
heretofore.  And  as  there  is  no  longer  a 
monopoly  in  this  particular  line,  there  is 
a  probability  that  the  spirit  of  liberality 
wWoh  has  up  to  the  present  time  been 
conspicuously  absent  will  once  more 
come  to  the  front  In  any  event,  the 
dear  public,  about  the  W|lfare  of  which 
all  bicycle  manufacturers  are  so  solici¬ 
tous,  will  be  likely  to  be  benefited.

A  Cow  Worth  More  Than  a  Man. 

In  the  United  States  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  law  affecting  the  civil  right* 
of  the  citizen,  his  property  rights  grow¬ 
ing  out  of  controversies  between  man 
and  man  upon  contracts,  hafl  aome  to  be 
regarded  as  of  much  more  importance 
than  the  enforcement  of  ihe  law  which 
protects  th\  life  of  the  citizen.  All  can 
notice  that  The  criminal  law  and  its 
administration  have  rather  fallen  into 
disgrace.  That  is  especially  true  of  the 
large  cities  of  the  country.  All  must 
agree  that  it  is  more  important  to  pro¬ 
tect  a  man’s  life  than  it  is  his  property. 
If  the  man’s  life  is  destroyed,  if  the  as¬ 
sassin  fires  into  his  house  and  takes 
away  bis  life,  is  that  not  a  greater  dep¬ 
rivation  than  to  despoil  him  of  his 
horse  or  his  cow  or  even  of  all  the  other 
property  which  he  possesses?  Now  wfiy 
is  this  the  case?  It  is  largely  because  of 
the  corrupt  methods  resorted  to  to  de¬ 
feat  the  law’s  administration  and  be¬ 
cause  courts  of  justice  look  to  the  shad¬ 
ow  in  the  shape  of  technicalities^ ther 
than  to  the  substance  in  the  shape  of 
crima—  North  American  Review.

Once  Well  Started  a  Conflagration  Might 

Wipe  Oat  the  Best  Part  of  the  Baalne** 

Section — Too  Mnch  Iron,  Says  Chief  of 

Fire  Department  Bonner. 

New  York’s  business  section — that 
part  of  the  city  that  includes  tbe  newest 
of  modern  fireproof  buildings  — is  in 
great  danger  of  being  wiped  out  by  fire. 

Capitalistawho  furniah  the  money  that 
pays  for  erobting  these  Dev^boildiugs 
do  not  seem  to  realize  this  fact;  although 
the  veteran  chief  cif  the  fipx  department 
reiterates  this  statement  j  about  once  a 
year.  Read  what  he  aaysl 

“That  a  big  section  of  lower  New 
York  some  day  will  be  wiped  out  by 
fire  is  probable  if  existing  conditions 
continue,”  Fire  Chief  Boiler  said  to  a 
Press  reporter. 

These  conditions  are  the  height  of  tbe 
buildings,  tbe  material  used  in  their 
construction,  the  narrowness  of  the 
streets  and  the  inadequacy  of  the  water 
supply. 

It  is  a  favorite  argument  that  if  worst 
came  to  worst,  buildings  ahead  of  a 
burning  area  could  be  blown  up,  as  tbe 
farmer  turns  a  dead  furrow  to  check  the 
prairie  fire.  This  theory  is  not  advanced 
any  more  by  intelligent  men,  says  tbe 
chief. 

"We  can  fight  a  fire  125  feet  high,  or 
ten  stories.  Above  that  we  are  well 
nigh  helpless.  They  say  that  the  modern 
tall  fireproof  building  needs  not  as  mnch 
protection  as  the  ordinary  low  structure. 

But  the  fireproof  building  is  yet  to  be 
built.  Tbe  communists  couldn’t  destroy 
Paris  in  1871  even  by  the  use  of  barrels 
of  petroleum.  In  American  buildings 
are  all  the  necessities  of  a  big,  hot  fire, 
without  the  aid  of  a  drop  of  petroleum. 

Tbe  large  structures  in  foreign  cities 
are  built  far  more  solidly  than  ours. 

Having  fewer  forests  and  less  wood, 

European  builders  get  along  with  little 
inside  trim  of  wood.  Iron  and  steel  in 
these  days  have  taken  the  place  in  this 
country  of  masonry.  Nothing  with¬ 
stands  fire  as  well  as  a  well  constructed 
brick  walL  Iron  columns  are  covered 
with  four  inches  of  terra  cotta  or  brick, 
which  fire  and  water  can  tear  off  in  a

believe  the  covering  should  be  eight 
inches. 

“With  only  one  night  watchman  in  a 
building,  in  danger,  like  all  mortals,  of 
sudden  sickness  or  incapacity,  and  with 
no  night  elevator,  a  fire  ^conld  get 
good  headway  in  the  upper  floors  of  a 
20  or  80  story  building.  Bursting  out 
of  the  windows  and  fanned  by  a  strong 
wind,  the  flames  could  easily  leap  tbo 
narrow  streets  of  lower  New  York  and 
a  fire  of  enormous  extent  and  damage 
begin. 

“I  have  always  opposed  putting  a  big 
building  in  City  Hal)  pafk,  believing 
that  the  time  might  come  when  that 
area,  needfnl  as  a  base  of  operations, 
would  be  the  salvation  of  the  city.  ” 

Mast  of  the  new  skyscrapers  have  fire 
fightfbg  appliances  of  their  own  of  more 
or  less  value.  Tanks  on  the  roof  and  in 
the  cellar  are  supplied  and  kept  full  by 
various  systems,  hut  these  are  as  much 
for  tbe  ordinary  requirements  of  tenants^ 
as  for  possible  use  in  fire.  Some  of  thi 
structures  have  standpipes  inside  or  out 
side  the  wall.  Legally  there  is  no  way 
of  compelling  the  builders  of  what  is 
called  a  “fireproof”  building  to  put  in 
more  than  the  most  ordinary  fire  appli¬ 
ances,  even  above  the  126  foot  line. 

Building  a  20  story  structure  is  much 
like  building  a  dwelling  house  in  one 
respeot — there’s  always  deviations  from 
the  plans  and  improvements  npon  them. 

For  every  alteration  from  the  drawings 
filed  with  the  building  department  ths 
permission  of  the  board  of  examiners 
must  be  bad.  If  tbe  alterations  are  prop- 
consent  is  granted,  bnt  on  condi¬ 
tion  that  approved  fire  appliances  be  put 
in  the  building,  particularly  in  the  up¬ 
per  stories.  These  include  a  stipulation 
that  at  least  one  elevator  shall  be  ready 
to  run  at  aDy  time  in  tbe  night  in  or¬ 
der  that  the  firemen  can  get  up  and 
down  quickly;  the  putting  of  hose  and 
fire  buckets  on  each  floor,  and,  usually, 

standpipe,  with  couplings  for  each 
floor.  When  the  builders  consent  to  add 
these  equipments  and  others  deemed 
necessary,  including  a  competent  night 
watch  service,  permission  is  granted  to 
make  the  alterationx  This  applies,  of 
coarse,  only  to  buildings  under  con¬ 
struction  recently.  Of  those  already  up 
there  is  small  hope  unless  the  under¬ 
writers’  offer  of  lower  premiums  appeal 
sufficiently  to  tbe  pooketbook. 

To  the  end  that  the  fire  resistance  of 
building  materials  shall  be  known  posi¬ 
tively,  fire  tests  have  b^pn  made  under 
the  supervision  of  the  superintendent  of 
buildings.  Three  such  public  exhibitions 
already  have  been  held,  and  they  will 
be  continued  at  intervals  through  tbe 
winter.  When  finished,  Superintendent 
Constable  will  make  a  report  to  the 
board  of  examiners. 

The  cry  for  more  water  in  the  lower 
part  of  the  city  has  been  insistent  for 
years.  Many  have  been  the  plans  for 
reservoirs  at  the  Battery  and  on  either 
side  half  a  mile  or  a  mile  up  stream. 

Every  time  an  extra  line  of  pipe  baa 
been  laid  with  the  object  of  furnishing 
the  needed  surplus  it  has  been  tapped 
up  town.  The  fire  and  building  depart¬ 
ments  hope  that  tbe  two  48  iuch  mains 
being  laid  in  Fifth  avenue  will  be  leit 
for  the  relief  of  the  section  below  Cham¬ 
bers  street.  Chief  Bonner  says  tbe  Forty- 
second  frtreet  reservoir  should  not  be  dis¬ 
turbed  until  water  is  flowing  undiverted 
through  these  mains  to  the  locality  that 
needs  it  most  and  for  which  it  is  in¬ 
tended. 

/That  New  York  will  be  brought  face 
to  face  with  grave  peril  from  the  80 
storied  structures  unless  precautions 
plentiful  and  timely  are  taken  is  not 
doubted  by  those  who  have  studied  the 
problem  of  maintaining  safety  with 
mountainous  firebrands  in  narrow 
streets.  -New  York  Presx
